DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Prior Office Actions are incorporated in this Office Action by reference. 
Applicant filed an Amendment on June 22, 2009. 

Status of the Claims 

2. This action is in response to the amendment filed on June 22, 2009. 

• Claims 1-51 are pending. 

• Claims 1 and 3-51 have been amended. 

• Claims 1-51 are allowed . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-51 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
closest prior art of record is Ryan et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,304,859. Ryan '859 
monitors the cash value of multiple life insurance policies to ensure that the value 
is sufficient to serve as collateral on a loan. The loan is used to fund the 
premium for the life insurance. Ryan '859 teaches "receiving, as some of the 
input data, a balance of the loan to the value of the collateral and comparing the 
balance of the loan to the value of the collateral to monitor sufficiency of the 
collateral for compliance." 

The closest prior art of record when taken individually or in combination 
with other prior arts do not teach or disclose the subject matter of monitoring the 
sufficiency of collateral in a non-tax-qualified benefit plan with respect to a value

of a loan received by the benefit plan. In regards to claims 1,14 and 21 , the 
closest prior arts of record when taken individually or in combination with other 
prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest the steps recited below: 

"the processor programmed to monitor sufficiency of collateral in a 
transaction in which a loan to a non-tax-qualified benefit plan at least partially 
funds acquisition of the collateral held by the benefit plan, the collateral including 
at least one security issued by a sponsor of the benefit plan." 

in combination with the recited steps in the independent claims.
